Reasons for Allowance 



1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to a power generation system, and more 
specifically, to a power generation system, which utilizes a heat pipe. 

The system is developed to generate an electrical power by mechanical 
separation of electrostatic charges with application of a heat pipe and a special 
condenser/generator. The required temperature difference for the heat pipe operation 
is created by the sun or by other means and is applied to the heat pipe where a liquid 
vapor is circulated through a condenser/generator and electrostatic charges of the 
droplets are separated to create an electrical current, as disclosed and claimed. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the configuration of its functional elements, which are performing 
as disclosed and claimed, and which examiner's search failed to find.
